The independent claims recite creating content addresses for units of data to 
comprise information that provides an indication of which units of data were written to 
the stored system proximate in time. The Office Action cites section 3 of Tolia relating 
to recipes as disclosing this feature. The undersigned's understanding is that a recipe 
includes instructions for reconstructing an original file from available CAS data blocks 
(abstract), with each data block being identified by a content address. While the recipe 
may include some information about the last time the recipe was modified, such 
information is provided as additional metadata, and is not included in the content address 
(e.g., a hash) of any of the data blocks, Thus, the undersigned's understanding of Tolia is 
that it does not disclose content addresses that comprise information that provides an 
indication of which units of data were written proximate in time. 

The undersigned would like to discuss how the Examiner is interpreting the 
independent claims and Tolia in rejecting those claims under §102 as being anticipated 
by Tolia. 
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
